If Docherty thinks the standard of play is 
that bad why did he come here in the first 
place?"’ said Brown. 

Before Preston's 3-2 victory over Heidel- 
berg two weeks ago coach Edgley said that 
Brown could be a ‘‘world beater’ in Austral- 
ian soccer. Brown's sparkling performance 
certainly caught the critics eyes and stamped 
him as a player with a great future here. -

Why go 
abroad? 


Could any of our top players make it In European top 
soccer? When is the best time to try to make it oversens? 
What sort of money can be made In soccer here and 
overseas? 

These questions have been asked often of me by parents and 
young players. 

I believe the answers would Interest ‘Soccer Action’ readers. 

There is not one player in this country who could play regular 
first team soccer with a Ist division téam in any of the top Eu- 
ropean or South American countries. 

The best time to try to break through overseas is at the age of

This allows the young player to adjust and improve his game in 
accordance with the higher standard of soccer in which he finds 
himself. 

If you play with good players you will tend to gravitate upward 
toward their standard. 

If you play with average players you will tend to become only 
average. 

Australian soccer at senior and junior level] cannot be classed 
any higher than average. 

Of course 15 is young for a boy to split from his family and 
venture overseas on his own. 

Additionally the boy has no trade or tertiary qualifications to 
back him up if he fails to make the grade, 

Indeed, several weeks ago I had arranged with a 15-year-old St 
George BSC junior star, Nick Papas, to travel to Brighton to trial 
with that English First Division club. 

I played at Fulham with the Brighton manager Alan Mullery 
and he was happy to pay the boy's board for several weeks while 
he tried out with the club. 

However, at the last moment, the boy’s father decided against 
him taking the trip. 

The next best time for a boy to go to England or any of the other 
top nations such as Spain, Italy or Germany is when he has com- 
pleted tertiary education or a trade. 

This usually means he will be 20 or eyen 2). 

That being the case, he must be an established member of the 
Australian senior national team to have any chance at all, 

He would need to be an exceptional talent and be totally dedi- 
cated if he were to make up the leeway of less productive years 
spent in Australia during his teens. 

If he made it to the very top overseas, as Australia’s Craig, 
Johnston has done he could end up being a millionaire. 

If he went to a lower standard soccer country like Sweden, 
Norway or Greece he would earn good money playing full-time, 

On the other hand if he were a star here in Australia he would 
earn almost as much with his job and soccer combined. 

There are three good ways to combine a career and soccer in 
Australia. 

One is to become a tradesman, learning both soccer and a trade 
through the teenage years. 

Brisbane City’s Steve Perry did this and became a printer and 
went on to play for Australia. 

Brisbane Lions’ Col Bennett became an electrician and played 
for Australia. 

Marconi's Mark Jankovics has persued a different course 

He has gone into business and now, in partnership, owns two 
sports shops and a house, as well as playing for Australla, 

Ex St. George BSC’s Brendan Grosse took the third course ana 
went to university to study for a profession. 

He is now a lawyer and played for Australia. 

I was involved with all the aforementioned players, coaching 
them in their teens and introducing them into professional soccer. 

For such dedicated people there were no real hassles in obtain- 
ing dual success. 

I can think of others like Richie Bell Sydney Olympic player 
and optometrist, with two practises, George Harris ex St George, 
Australian representative and School teacher. 

Signing-on fees to top Philips League stars can reach $15,000 a 
Season these days, with match fees up to $200 on top. 

I believe this money is excessive in the spectator drought we 
currently experience. 

On the other hand Frank Arok considers players’ wages have 
hardly risen since he was here in 1972, 

Either way, top players can make top money whether they 
remain in Australia or go overseas. 

On the other hand, as I pointed out to one of my Wollongong 
United players the other day, to go and play in Europe full time 

with a lower Europe soccer nation may not necessarily be the 
best thing to do 

I pointed out to him the insecurity of full-time soccer unless you 
are a Star.
